Furious Fighting Pr Proceeding in 
Poland, Galicia and Bukowina 
Result of Great Importance 


* London.—Berlin announced June 21 
that the armies under General von 
Mackensen had taken by storm the 
entire Grodek ‘position in front of 
Lemberg and driven the Russians 
back along a front of twenty-four 
miles until they are now fighting des- 
perately north, south and northeast 
of Lemberg in an effort to save the 
communications upon which the safe 


retirement of Grand Duke Nicholas’ 
defeated armies depend. 


Vienna, June 20, declared that a 
general retreat of the Russian armies 
along the entire line was in progress, 
following the defeat of the Slavs on 
the Werezycka river, just west of 
Lemberg. 

The Petrograd correspondent of the 
Morning Post, June 21,:in a dispatch 
which passed the censor, announces 
the beginning of an exodus from 
Lemberg itself. 


Berlin. — The Russians have aban- 
doned their positions to the north of 
Sieniawa on the San river in Galicia 
and have retreated toward Tarnogrod, 
in Russian Poland, according to the 
official statement given out by the Ger- 
man army headquarters staff. 

Berlin. — According to the Overseas 
News Agency a decisive battle from 
which. important results are expected is 
now in progress all along the Russian 
front. 

‘‘German forces along the Rawks 
river, in central Russian Poland, west 
of Warsaw, have now taken the of- 
fensive,’’ says the announcement from 
the news agency. 

‘‘The German battle lines in Poland, 
Galicia and Bukowina are 682 miles 
long. 

‘*Geriian afd Austrian forces are at- 
tacking the enemy in a deeisive battle 
and big results are expected.’’ 

Petrograd.—Oeccupation by the Ger- 
additional villages in the 
Shavli district and further south in the 
regiun east of Mariampoli is admitted 
by the Russians in a statement issued 
by the war office.

War Office Announces Troops in

Paris.— The French war office re- 
cently gave out a statement on the 
progress of hostilities, which reads: 

‘‘In the Vosges the progress made 
by us June 16 rendered us complete 
masters of the line of heights which 
dominate the valley of the Fecht river 
to the north of Steinbruck and Met- 
zerald. 

‘*Tothe south also we have gained 
ground between the two branches of 
the upper Fecht and along the heights 
which separate the valley of the 
Fecht from the valley of the Lauch.’’ 

Berlin.—The official German report 
on the operations in the western theater 
of war follow:

Diamonds, Emeralds and Rare 
Egyptian Scarabs Taken From 
Varied Industries Building 


San Francisco.—Ancient Egyptian 
scarabs, which cannot be duplicatéd, 
diamonds and emeralds and other rare 
jewels, valued at $15,000, were stolen 
from the Domestic Arts and* Crafts 
section in the Varied Industry Pal- 
ace at the Exposition a few minutes 
before closing time Saturday even- 
ing, June 19. 

The stolen articles belonged to Ed- 
gar Perera of New York City, and 
were loaned to the Exposition for ex- 


hibition purposes, but were not for 


sale. 
The articles stolen were on display 
in two glass-covered cases which sat 


north end of the arts and crafts ex- 
hibit. 

At 7:05 o'clock Saturday evening, 
June 19, Superintendent C. Frank In- 
gerson of the arts and crafts section 
saw the cases were intact. Five min- 
utes later the theft was reported to 
him. 

The locks to the cases had been 
broken and the contents taken out, 
including the velvet spreads upon 
which the articles were displayed. 

The articles stolen were: 

27 women’s rings, valued at $6175. 

11 necklaces, valued at $1885. 

26 brooches, valued at $5450. 

28 men’s rings, valued at $1910.

Atlanta (Ga.)—With several hundred 
men and boys clamoring to get in the 
front gates of his country home on 
Peachtree road, whieh had heen \arri- 
eaded with barbed wire entanglements, 
and threatening to overpower twenty 
ecouutry armed with riot 
guns, Governor Slaton called out the 
militia late Monday night, June 21, for 
protection. 

Upon the arrival of four con:panies 
of State guardsmen, whieh had: been 
held under arms, and rushed to the es- 
tate in automobiles, the Governor pro- 
claimed martial law in a distriet ex- 
tending half a ile in of his 
home, half a mile back, and for a dis 
tance of about a quarter of a mile on 
either side. 

When the _ soldiers 
fixed bayonets to disperse the crowd, 
stones, bricks and bottles were thrown 
at them, A brick struck Lieutenant 
Arnold Parker im the stomach and ren- 
dered him unconscious for a short time. 
A bottle, thrown at Private W. W. 
Foope, struck his gun and cut his hand. 

The commanding officer, Major Ca- 
tron, was struck by a stone, as were 
several of the men. 

The Governor was surrounded at his 
home by about a dozen friends, nearly 
every one of whom was armed with a 
rifle or pistol. 

In front of the Governor’s house 
were more than one hundred automo- 
biles, filled with eprsons evidently 
there to see what the crowd would do. 
The troops had great difficulty in clear- 
ing the road of these machines, and 
many of their urders were met with the 
retort of ‘‘Shoot!’’

78,900 FOOT ASCENT S 
NEW BALLOON RECORD 


Edward Unger Sets American 
Mark for High Altitude 


San Franeisco.—Adopting the unique 
method of carrying human ballast, Ed- 
ward Unger broke the American alti- 
tude reeord for spherical ballooning by 
ascending to a height of 28,900 feet in 
his flight from the Marina on the Ex- 
position grounds June 21. Unger was 
uot quite successful in his attempt to 
break the world's record of 35,420 feet, 
made by Berson and Suring in Berlin, 
June 30, 1901, 

Unger was borne southeast from the 
Exposition grounds, thousands of inter? 
ested spectators watehing his flight 
from the housetops as the balloon 
clinbed skyward. At an altitude of 
about 15,000 feet he was caught by an 
easterly current and swept across the 
bay towards Altamont Pass. He landed 
near Centerville, in Alameda county, his 
drop to earth from a height of nearly 
six miles being one of the most perilous 
aeronautic adventures of recent years. 

Another record was twice 
broken in the flight. Both Clarence 
Drake and Thomas MeLean, who left 
the balloon in parachutes in lieu of 
sand ballast, fell from a greater dis- 
tanee than Wayne Abbott, whose 
world’s reeord drop was 6,600 feet. Me- 
lean left the balloon fifteen minutes 

fer tho ascent at 2:30 o’clock in the 
afteriioon, and landed at Sixteenth and 
Kentucky streets, after a drop of about 
8,000 feet. Drake~droped 14,200 feet, 
landing in the bay a mile and a half 
from Visitacion point. He was picked 
up by a Crowley launch. 

Although Drake fainted after he 
had been dragged aboard the launch, 
he was quickly revived and suffered 
no ill effects. MeLean received slight 
bruises of the right arm, but was vir- 
tually uninjured. 


TWO MEN NEAR DEATH AS 
GASOLINE TANKS BLAZE 


Los Angeles.—Two men were badly 
burned in a spectacular fire June 20 
which consumed 250,000 gallons of oil 
and gasoline at a refinery of the Jor- 
dan Oil Company at Vernon. A series 
of explosions of gasoline wrecked one 
of the four tanks at the plant. 

J. L. Stewart, a driver of an auto- 
mobile oil tank, was refilling the tank 
when the gasoline ignited. He was 
burned about the body.

AMERICAN LABOR BEST 
Bo et ae le eeecegs ss 


Foreman Makes Assertion That the 
Fastest Workmen Are Found in 
New York—Plasterers Men- 
tloned.as a Case In Point. 


“I can readily understand,” said an 
employer of labor, “that the Glasgow 
strike was, as it is reported, caused 
by American workmen speeding up 
the machines and so turning out more 
work than their British fellows; also 
that their superior garments worn 
while going to and from the shops 
caused some dissatisfaction to the 
same people. Without going into the 
psychology or sociology of the situa. 
tion every employer in this country 
recognizes the fact. 

“I do not mean, however, that every 
best workman is a native son. Far 
from it. Some of the best were born 
in other countries, but they learned 
their trades here or arrived from their 
home lands before they had become 
settled in their habits of labor. 
Thrown among fast workers, they de- 
velop the same speed of operation and 
become fine examples of American 
workmen. 

“And of all America the city of New 
York turns out the best and fastest 
of the skilled labor. While on my 
way to Detroit recently I met in the 
smoking compartment of the Pullman 
car a German foreman of plasterers 
and got into conversation with him. 
He was going to the same city to take 
charge of a gang of New York plas- 
terers who had been sent there to 
work on a mansion that was being 
built by a wealthy man 

“T asked him why his firm sent men 
from New York to Detroit, paying 
their traveling expenses, instead of 
selecting men in that city, and he told 
me it was because they could do the 
work much better and much faster. 
He himself, he said, had been sent to 
a number of other cities during his 
experience as a foreman and had 
never been able to secure from local 
talent the same efficiency he could 
from a New Yorker. 

“Tf you want to get the same 
amount of work from them,’ he said, 
‘you have to keep driving them all the 
time. What is an ordinary day’s stint 


-|for a New York plasterer is at least 


top speed for the outsider. As a rule 
when he is forced_to keep un such a 
rapid gait he doesn’t do the. work 
well, and sometimes it has to be done 
all over again. There is no profit in 
that.’ 

“T asked him how the American 
workman compared with his fellow 
from European countries. 

“‘Well,’ he answered, ‘I have a good 
many foreigners under me from one 
year to another; they are not all born 
here. Neither was I. Naturally I 
would favor Germans, all other things 
being equal, but the foreigner, no mat- 
ter what his nationality, who comes to 
this country a skilled laborer already 
can never compare with his brother, 
let us say, who emigrated in his youth. 
He cannot catch up. He makes sev- 
eral motions where his brother makes 
one to accomplish the same thing, and 
so loses time”

Serve | 
with potatoes or simply the vegetables 
in the pan.

TO WASH WOOL ARTICLES 


Especial Care Ig Required If One 
Would Have the Material Last 
Any Length of Time. 


Where there are small children ar 
ticles of wool are constantly in use. 
and therefore require washing, and un. 
less it is properly done they will be 
ruined. If this simple plan is followed 
success is sure: 

Make a fairly hot suds with good 
quality white soap; immerse the 
plece; alléw it to soak for half an 
hour, then swish and pat it around 
Squeeze out as much moisture as pos 
sible and repeat the process; if it 
foes not look perfectly clean do it a 
third time. Rinse it through clean 
warm water until all traces of soap 
are gone; squeeze it, then place it on 
a towel; twist the towel tight to get 
out more water; put a clean towel 
in a large agate pan or a china bowl: 
place the article lightly upon it; put 
all in a warm (not hot) oven; leave 
the door open. Fluff it up occasionally 
by turning it over until perfectly dry 
The washed piece should look almost 
like new. 

Never rub crocheted or knitted 
,wool articles, as it stretches them, 
to hang them up also pulls them out 
‘of shape; done as above they will not 
be hurt in either way. Baby sacks 
should be laid in shape on the towel.
